OUTFIELDER Terrmell Sledge, 
who as a rookie last year led the 
Expos by hitting .337 with runners 
in scoring position, drove in the 
Nationals’ first run of the season, 
in the opener in Philadelphia. Two 
innings later he hit the franchise’s 
first home run. 

When did you first know you want- 
ed to be a major league baseball 
player? 

Thirteen years old. It was the first 
time I started playing baseball. I 
dreamed about being in the major 
leagues. I was a New York Mets fan. 
I dreamt for half my life that I was 
going to be in this position and I’m 
here now. 

What would you want to be if you 
weren’t a baseball player? 

A real estate agent. I really like 
investing money in a more secure 
way than stocks or anything like 
that. 


What’s your favorite thing to do 
when you’re not thinking about 
baseball? 

I’m a video game freak. All the 
sport games, but MVP Baseball 
is my favorite and John Madden 
football too. 

If you could be commissioner for a 
day, what’s the first thing you’d do? 

Ooh, that’s a tough one. I’ll take a 
pass on that. 

What’s one intricacy of the game 
that most fans don’t notice when 
they come to the park? 

The importance of moving over a 
runner. You have a man on second 
and no outs. A ground ball to the 
right side is going to move the run- 
ner over to third. It’s the little things 
that go unnoticed.

What’s your most embarrassing 
moment in baseball? 

It happened last year in 
Philadelphia. It was almost half- 
way through the year. You know the 
Philly fans are pretty blunt.

What’s your most satisfying 
moment in baseball? 

My first grand slam. It was in Pro 
Player Stadium. I hit a grand slam 
off [Josias] Manzanillo [now with 
Cincinnati] . Yeah, a grand slam in the 
big leagues. It was a great feeling. 

Can you describe the feeling? 

It was more of a tingling sensation 
that went from my head all the way 
to my toes until I crossed home 
plate. I was thinking, “I’m finally 
here.

One of the first 
things I noticed 
after moving here 
from Boston a few 
years ago was a 
distinct difference 
in the summer air 
— and it wasn’t just 
the humidity. 


Something was missing, a void that made 
summer here feel unlike the summers I’d 
been used to. 

What was missing, I realized, was base- 
ball. 

In cities like Boston, Chicago and New York 
— places where Opening Day is an excused 
absence from work — baseball floats through 
the summer air like a breeze, making it possible 
for fans to take in a game almost by osmosis. 

Stop in to a convenience store on game day 
and you’ll get the score along with your change. 
Pass a restaurant with its windows open and 
you’ll learn if your team’s ace is having a good 
game or bad. Hop a cab and by the time you 
reach your destination you’ll know not just 
who’s winning but how your cabbie’s person- 
al coaching philosophy would have brought 
your city a World Series 10 years ago.

Baseball has a way of binding a city togeth- 
er. It’s something everyone has in common no 
matter how different they otherwise may be. 

In D.C., I noticed, baseball was a more soli- 
tary pleasure. Transplants waited for a chance 
to see their hometown teams on TV and then 
watched at home. Or they’d hunt down a sports 
bar where the game was on in hopes of find- 
ing a few kindred spirits. Natives might adopt 
another city’s team (note the sudden prolifera- 
tion of Red Sox hats last fall), but those bonds 
are shallow and easily broken. 

All that is about to change. With the arrival 


of the Nationals, Washingtonians now have a 
team of their own to root for, and already a 
transformation is under way. Strangers can be 
overheard chatting, however awkwardly, about 
their new team — “Did you see Wilkerson hit 
for the cycle the other night? ... Or was it Vidro? 
... No, wait, it was Wilkerson.”

A city long deprived of the 
national pastime embraces 
the team that nobody loved

D.C. LOBBYIST Murray Chanow will never 
forget his first major league baseball game. 

When he was just 3, his dad walked out 
on him, his mother and his sister. A few years 
later, his grandfather, Sam, took him to see 
the Philadelphia Phillies at Veterans Stadium. 

“We sat in the upper deck and it was pretty 
cool because it was just me and him,” Chanow 
recalled. “It was something a normal father 
and son would do. It made me feel better.” 

Chanow, 34, now has a chance to introduce 
his own children to professional baseball, 
and he’s going to make a day out of it. He’s 
picking up his two young sons, Sam, 4, and 
Tobe, 2, early from preschool in Tyson’s Corner

and driving a mile and a half to “kidnap” his 
wife, Linda, from her law firm. Then with the 
whole gang decked out in Nats hats and shirts, 
they’ll hop on the Metro and head to the first 
opening day game in Washington in 34 years. 

“We’re going to be there right when the gates 
open,” said Chanow, who swears he was rooting 
for the Nationals when they met the Phillies in 
the season’s opening series. “This is a historic 


moment, and I don’t want to 
miss a second of it. It’s my job 
to make sure my kids knowhow 
to go crazy for the home team. 

It’s a responsibility I’m going to 
take very seriously.” 

All the support will be 
a welcome change for the 
Nationals, who last year as 
the Montreal Expos routine- 
ly played in front of Olympic 
Stadium crowds so sparse 
that a fan sitting behind the 
third base dugout could have 
a conversation with another 
fan sitting behind the first 
base dugout. Three of the 
team’s “home stands” were actually played 
in Puerto Rico, making it difficult for the 
team to settle into a routine. 

“We felt like we weren’t like the rest of the 
ball clubs,” said manager Frank Robinson. 
“Some people just don’t understand really what 
a drain it was. You’re living at a hotel, you’re liv- 
ing out of a suitcase, you’re eating at restaurants 
all the time. Mentally, it took its toll.” 

As a result of the lack of fan support, all 
the travel and several key injuries — includ- 
ing chicken pox — the team struggled, losing 
95 games. They were 10 games under .500 at 
home, including 7-14 in Puerto Rico. 

So on Wednesday, Sept. 29, 2004, when 


Major League Baseball announced that the 
nation’s capital would be its choice for the 
relocation for the Montreal Expos, the soon- 
to-be Nationals were just as thrilled as the 
baseball faithful in D.C. 

“It’s great to know that people have your 
back,” said outfielder Ryan Church. “You 
wake up in the morning and you’re going to 
come out to a place where people are excit- 
ed to watch you play. And I think that’s big. 
They’re part of the team.” 

“The players, I think unconsciously, play 
harder when they have the fans out there root- 
ing for them,” said Robinson. “You don’t want 
to disappoint them. It’s a big difference.” 


“The mixture of being at home for 81 
games and the fans at the park is going to 
bring a lot of energy to the ball park,” out- 
field Brad Wilkerson agreed. 

It’s an energy that many fans, like Chanow, 
have been waiting to be part of for a long time. 

“My entire goal for the day is to entertain 
the kids so they want to come back again,” 
said Chanow, who concedes he’s willing to 
spend whatever it takes on popcorn, cotton 
candy and soft pretzels. 

“Having a team back in D.C. means so 
much because it’s a way I can introduce my 
own sons to something that meant so much 
to me when I was a kid.” gary karton

The Dearly Departed 


Arizona is still mourning 
key losses from its line-up 

IT MUST SEEM LIKE eons ago to Arizona fans that 
their Diamondbacks upset the New York Yankees to win 
the World Series. 

But it was only 2001. 

What a difference a few years can make. The core of 
that team now is either retired or playing elsewhere. And 
it may be quite a while before the Diamonbacks fill the 
void left by staff aces Curt Schilling and Randy Johnson,

who shared MVP honors after the ’01 World Series. 

Schilling was, of course, sent to Boston last year, where 
he and his bloody sock are now as big a part of local lore 
as Paul Revere and his midnight ride. 

The Diamondbacks, meanwhile, were on their way to 
a 51-111 record — the worst in the franchise’s seven-year 
history. Not coincidentally. Bob Brenly, the manager of 
the 2001 champions, was canned mid- season. 

Also not coincidentally, Johnson decided it was time 
to become a Yankee after the dismal ’04 campaign. 

The lone holdovers from Arizona’s glory years are 
Alex Cintron, Craig Counsell — who left in 2004 but 
has since returned — and Luis Gonzalez, who got the 
game -winning hit against Mariano Rivera in Game 7 
of the World Series, matt swenson

Diamondbacks, Nationals 
rely on young closers to 
seal the deal in the ninth 


A GOOD CLOSER, Nationals Manager 
Frank Robinson says, has to be right on the 
edge of insanity. Arizona General Manager 
Joe Garagiola Jr. says a closer is like a field 
goal kicker. He must come into a game after 
two and a half hours and perform with the 
outcome hanging in the balance. 

“That’s probably the most difficult job in 
baseball,” said Robinson. “It’s like you’re 
walking on a tight rope without a net. I 
don’t envy these guys being closers.” 
No matter how you look at it, 
both teams rely on young clos- 
ers who will likely be a key 
to the match-up as the 
Diamondbacks 




play the Nationals in the first home series 
in D.C. in 34 years. 

The Diamondbacks will rely on 25 -year- 
old Brandon Lyon, whom Arizona acquired, 
among other players, from the Boston Red 
Sox in exchange for ace Curt Schilling. 

Lyon had an injury- plagued inaugural 
season with the Diamondbacks last year 
and didn’t pitch an inning in the major 
leagues. But he has come back strong this 
year, recording a save in his first opportu- 
nity against the Chicago Cubs. 

“He bore the brunt of a 
lot of negative comments 
because of the trade,” said 
Garagiola. “But he has a 
great attitude for a closer. 
He doesn’t get too high 
and he doesn’t get too low. 
So far this year, he’s just tak- 
ing it all in.” 

As for the Nationals, 
just before the last exhibi- 
tion game of the season, 
Robinson officially named 
23 -year- old Chad Cordero 
as the closer, and so far he 
has responded, recording a 
save and a wdn in his first two 
appearances of the season. 
While Lyon and 
Cordero have enjoyed 
initial success this season, 
a renovated RFK Stadium 
provides a great atmosphere 


for hitting that could put both to the test. 

“There’s a lot of green in the backgrounds,” 
said Nationals outfielder Brad Wilkerson, 
who hit for the cycle in the Nationals’ second 
game of the season. “You can see the ball all 
the way in. It’s like a beach ball.” 

While the Arizona lineup centers on 
the heart of the order in left fielder Luis 
Gonzalez, third baseman Troy Glaus and 
right fielder Shawn Green, Garagiola says 
it’s Craig Counsell and Royce Clayton who 
are really the key.

“For us, it’ll be how much Counsell and 
Clayton can get on at the top of the order, 
hitting 1-2, which sets up the middle of the 
order,” said Garagiola. “In a perfect world, 
they’re getting on base, making the pitcher 
throw a lot of pitches, taking a lot of his focus, 
so the big boys can do the damage. And then, 
it’ll be how successful are we at getting those 
last eight or nine outs.” garykarton

Just as the 2005 Washington Nationals opened 
the season against Philadelphia, so did the 1924 
Nationals — who would go on to win the city’s only 
World Series. 

With 27-year-old second baseman Bucky Harris 
making history as baseball’s youngest manager ever, 
Walter Johnson gotthe Nationals — who became 
the Senators in 1957 — off on the righttrackwith a 


4-0 victory on April 15. It was 
“The Big Train’s’’ 104th career 
shutout, and oneofhis 14open- 
ing day starts. 

On hand for the occasion 
was PresidentCalvin Coolidge, 
though he reportedly left after 
thesecond inning. 

Washington’s early suc- 
cess was short lived, though, 
asthe PhiladelphiatookGame 
2 with a 6-1 victory anchored 
by pitcher Ed Rommel’s stel- 



lar performance. 

The rubber match of the series also went 
to manager Connie Mack’s As, who used 
an eighth inning double-steal to break a 
3-3 tie. The Nats could not mount a late 
comebackand dropped the game4-3. 

Three games into the season, the Nats 
were down 1.5 games to the first-place 
Detroit Tigers with no one expecting the 
championship run that would come.

The Diamondbacks aim to 
recover from a dismal 2004 


TEXAS DiD iT LAST YEAR when Alex Rod- 
riguez bolted to New York. 

Seattle did it three times after losing Ken 
Griffey Jr., Randy Johnson and Rodriguez. 

This year it will be the Arizona Diamond- 
backs who are hoping to improve the team 
even though they lost their biggest star. 

“Sometimes moving a star player enables 
you to improve your team at a number of other 
positions,” said Arizona General Manager 
Joe Garagiola Jr. “We’re hoping to be an 
example of that.” 

In fact, the trade of all-star pitcher Randy 
Johnson to the New York Yankees kicked off 
a set of moves that gave the Diamondbacks a 
completely new look from the team that lost 
111 games last year — the worst record by a 
National League team in 40 years. 

They received Javier Vasquez, pitcher 
Brad Hasley and catcher Dinner Navarro 


in the trade for Johnson. 

They immediately sent 
Navarro to Los Angeles 
for right fielder Shawn 
Green. 

“So by trading Randy, we acquired two- 
Rfths of our rotation and a right fielder who 
could hit 40 home runs for us,” said Garagiola, 
who wasn’t done yet. 

He signed free agent pitchers Russ Ortiz 
and Shawn Estes. Then he added three- 
quarters of a new infield with the signings of 
third baseman Troy Glaus, shortstop Royce 
Clayton and second baseman Craig Counsell. 
Finally, just days before spring training, he 
acquired center fielder Jose Cruz Jr. In the 
end, outfielder Luis Gonzalez was the only 
remaining member of the 2003 season’s 
opening lineup. 

Gonzalez, Glaus and Green are all coming 


off injury-plagued seasons. But if they can 
stay healthy, the G-Men, as they are some- 
times called, are expected to add tremendous 
power to the middle of the lineup. 

“I know I wouldn’t want to face those three 
guys,” said Estes. “Not the G-Men.” 

While Garagiola is optimistic that this 
year’s team will contend for a division title. 

The G-Men are 
expected to add 
tremendous power. 


especially with San Francisco’s Barry Bonds 
starting the season on the disabled list, he 
still has some concerns regarding injuries 
and the lack of an experienced bullpen. The 
Diamondbacks will rely on second-year pitch- 
er Brandon Lyon to lead the effort. 

Still, the Diamondbacks are a team accus- 
tomed to success. In just eight years of exis- 
tence, the team has won three division titles, 
a National League pennant and, in 2001, a 
World Series. 

“Overall we improved both the talent and 
the depth,” said Garagiola of this year’s line-up. 
“If you look at our team now, we have brought 
a balance back to the roster.” g ary karton

The Strike That Sent Baseball to D.C. 


“Theteam would still be in Montreal right now 
if it weren’tforthe strike,” said reporter Marc 
Antoine Godin, who covered the Expos for La 
Presse Daily in Montreal. 

Godin has an excellent point. Through 114 
games of the strike-shortened season, the Expos 
were 34 games over .500 with a 74-40 record. As of 
Aug. 11, they had jumped out to a six-game lead in 
the National League Eastand appeared poised to 
make a run at the championship. Then came the 
strike. Suddenly the season was over and dramat- 
ic changes in the economics of baseball made it 
nearly impossibleforthe Expos to compete in the 
following years. 


“The strike really destroyed the franchise,” 
said Godin. “That 1994 team was builtto goto the 
World Series. It had great players in [Marquis] 
Grissom, [Larry] Walker, [Moises] Alou, [Tim] 
Wetland, and Pedro [Martinez]. If there hadn’t 
been a strike, everything would have been dif- 
ferent. There’s no doubt that the decisions that 
were made by the owners afterthe strike really

destroyed the franchise.” 

Those decisions included unloading toptal- 
ent. In 1995the Expos traded many core play- 
ers and finished in last place for only the sec- 
ond time since 1977. Thefollowing year, Pedro 
Martinez went 17-4 with a 1.90 ERA en route to 
the National League Cy Young Award. He was 
promptly traded to the Boston Red Sox. 

The Expos struggled overthe next decade, 
which frustrated the fan base. Finally, on Sept. 

29, 2004, Commissioner Bud Selig announced the 
team’s official relocation to Washington, D.C. 

And to think it may have all started with a strike.

Cap-ital City 

Unlikely as it may sound, An- 
thony Williams started a fash- 
ion trend last year — and it had 
nothing to do with neckwear. 


At a Sept. 29 press conference, 
Washington’s bow tie-wear- 
ing mayor hoisted a home plate 
above his head and declared that 
baseball was coming back to the 
nation’s capital after a 33 -year 
absence. On his head, somewhat 
awkwardly, sat a bright red cap 
bearing a big white “W.” 

These days you can’t hop a 
ride on the Metro without see- 
ing at least one head covered 
with a Washington Nationals 
cap. Usually there’s a handful. 

The phenomenon is remark- 
able considering how split the city 
was, and continues to be, over the 
building of a new stadium — and 
given the relative anonymity of 
the Nationals players. 

The average fan probably 
couldn’t name a single player other 
than Brad Wilkerson or Livan 
Hernandez. But it doesn’t seem 
to matter. The city had embraced 
the Nationals even before the grass 
took root at RFK. 

For years, the common percep- 
tion among baseball know-it-alls 
was that Washington isn’t a base- 
ball town. During the agonizingly 
long wait for the sport to return, 
critics took pleasure in noting 
how the city managed to lose 
two teams in one decade. 

Maybe D.C. had no appetite for 
America’s pastime back then, but 
it sure seems to now. 

The Nationals sold 20,000 sea- 
son tickets in the blink of an eye 
— and without the benefit of mass 
marketing, since they didn’t have a 
television deal until just days before 
the April 4 season opener. 

Then 25,000 fans trekked out 



to RFK on a cold, gloomy April 3 to 
watch an exhibition game in which 
the main objective was to keep the 
starters from getting hurt. 

And don’t think it’s a coinci- 
dence that the Orioles drew the 
smallest crowd in Camden Yards 
history the first week Washington 
had the Nationals to root for. 

There are plenty of theories 
for why the Nats are so popular 
right now, but one seems to make 
more sense than all the others. 
Washingtonians are proud to have 
a team — one without the word 
“Baltimore” in its name. 

The Nationals belong to the 
District, and the city’s energy has 
already transformed a moribund 
Expos franchise into an organi- 
zation with hope. 

That’s what makes the latest 
rumor that MLB plans to move the 
team again at the end of the year 
so preposterous. It’s impossible to 
ignore that the franchise is better 
off in Washington and that the 
city is better for having the Nats. 

D.C. seems to have just the right 
cap size for this team. And who 
knows? Maybe bow ties will catch
